110.5(1)m Has not less than one 2A 10BC rated fire extinguisher in a visible and readily accessible 
place on each child-occupied floor. 

      Need additional extinguisher- one for each level 
 

110.5(1)n Has a minimum of one single-station, battery-operated, UL-approved smoke detector 
in each child-occupied room and at the top of every stairway. 

       Smoke detector- living room (needs replaced wasn’t hanging up) 
 

110.5(1)n Each smoke detector has been installed according to manufacturer’s 
recommendations. 

 
110.5(4) The certificate of registration is displayed in a conspicuous place. 

        Needs new one- expired 10/1/13- submitted renewal in time but have not received new one

110.5(8) An individual file is maintained for each child and updated annually or when there are 
changes.

Based on the items out of compliance listed above, you will be required to have a recheck or follow 
up visit to your home.  This visit will occur on or after 12/23/13.
